With the British Army in France. 
May 27— The latest reports show that 
the Germans have made aoroe small 
progress in placea. 

The attack of the Germans In the 

sector ndrtlnvesi of Kcmiiiel appeared 
to be directed ai;aliist the uroiind cap- 
tured h.v the Fieneli on May ^0. 

Belgian troops have gained fresh 
victories over the Germans. On Sat- 
urday night they repulsed the Teu- 
ton attacks or big raids on throe sec- 
tors of their front. 

Tlip (icrman attack anaiiist the Kii- 
tente positions northwest of Keniiiiel 
was laiindied at 4::!ii d'eloek this 
inornInK after a heavy lidiiiliardiiieni 
The stroke in Flanders, while of far 
less magnitude, covering a front of 
less than ten miles, Is neverlhele.tR 
aimed at points which Ihe Germans 
must take hefore lliey can hope li. 
carry their April advance further td- 
ward tlie coast. 

Dehind the Locre-Voormezeele line 
^le the hills which constitute the back- 
bone of the Franco-British position, 
only the outlying peak of which the 
Gennnns captured when they took 
Mount Kemmel last nionlh. Sevher- 
pciiherf;. oMnt UoURC. Mont des Cats 
and other eminences arc yet harriiii; 
the way to the Germans. 

The Allied positions along both 
fronts under attack are notably 
strong. This is particularly true or 
the southerly line, ^larded by the 
Hivors Oise and Ailette and tlie ('hem- 
in-ilcs-Danies liidne. which the Ger 
man Cniwii Prince spent many weeks 
last summer trying to lake. Not only 
did he (ail, but he was forced still 
further back last fall when Gen. Pc- 
tain launched a declxlve blow in the 
I'Inon rpRlon, drove In for a depth ot 
two miles a day and cmnpclleil tin 
(leiinans to fall hack to the pdsitioiis 
Icliind the .Mletlc, where they lia>( 
since remained. 

in tho north the French recently 
have strengthened their hold on the 
hill region by pushing forward in the 
l.cicie sector In loonl thrusts and cap- 
iiiriim inipdrtant hiuh Krounil 

In Keneral, the Allies seem well 
prepared fdr Ihe thrust, and while 
they appear likely to be forced to Rive 
ground at points, the opinion ot their 
liinh command baa been reflected as 
confldent in the ability of the Allied 
forces td prevent the (iernians from 
t;ainlnK anylhiiiK decisive.

commcDdatioii. 

It iH of Huprcmc iinimrtuiiee that tin- fuclH in ri'Biird lo the i-on- 
■tmetion— or lack of eonitmetlon— of airplanoR should he revealed 

lo the Ainciiciin |m'(i]i1('. Tlic cliiirci's iiindi- involve the lutiioi' mid 
the patriotism, tin well uh tiie ability of Ihe iiit ii who liiive had ciiiirKe 
of the aircraft oonstmction. The inveHtigation ahonld be 1horo«(fh 
and scnrchinp. No niBnsjnilty of intent ionni deliiy. no miin t'liilly 
of having used the power given hy the (iovi rnmcnl for personal ad- 
vantage or for the advantage of frfenda or a community, abonld be 
permitted to eseape i)nnisliiiienf . It matters not who tiie man may 
be, whetiicr in the army or in civil life, who is resixxisiltle for the 
delay in the construction of aircraft, he should be exposed and the 
severest penalty meted out to him. 

It should also be revealed to the Aineriean people who are re- 
sponsible for the false prophesies upon which the American peo- 
ple and our allies depended, and lieeause of wliieli false prophesies 
Qermauy hastened the eonslruction of airplanes. The one stupendous 
fact outstanding in the whole deplorable controversy is the fact that 
as yet, a year and more after our eiitranei' into the war, we have not 
fulfilled the expectation or our allies, nor kept the promioes nnide 
in words that we would send airplanes to Kurope. 

Excuses fo rtliis failui'e do not helj): words do not i>rote('t onr 
men in Kurope, do not drive down the German airplanes, do not 
prevent tl\e observation by German airplanes without which it would 
have heen impossible for the (lermans to begin the tjreat drive in 
March or to conthnic the oll'ensive in France or t^anders or Italy. 

Either throngh intention or ineompetemy there has been a most 
disastrous failure, and every man involved in that failnre must hear 
the blame until it is proven by iriefutable evidenee that he is guilt- 
less. 

Thi' appointiiient of-iustiee llMf;lies {jives assnranee Ih.it the in- 
vestigation will he seareliiug and the results be known. Jiistiee 
Hughes is a great lawyer. In the insurance investigation he revealed 
high qualities of eoni'a^'e as well as aliility. He has now an infinitely 
more important task than that wl ieh formerly eonfronted him and 
the performance of which brouixl t him into national prominence. 
His selection by ilic I'n siilent {ri^ .issuriiiice (hat the President de.

The plans (or 
the drive were outlined at a meeting ot countjr chaimen with members of the 
National Committee at Lexington on Friday o( last week, and the hundred 
county chairmen In attendance upon the meeting were shown how easUy the 
plans can be carried Into effect in the State o( Kentucky. 

The general outline has been fitted to the campaign In Kentucky, and 
printed forma are being rushed through in order to get them In the hands ol 
county chairmen as speedily as posnil))!'. 1 lie whole thing depends upon or 
ganizatlon In the several counties of the Stale, and the counties represented at 
the Lexington meeting and those whose chairmen were unavoidably abaent oa 
that occasion were pledged to the National Committee to make whatever or 
ganisation is essential to the succesa ot the NebTMka plan. 

Bather than to devote every week ot the remaining months ot the year 
1018 to the work ot the War Savings campaign, It was ^determined to make 
one big drive, June 24 to June 28 next, closing on National War Savings Pay, 
during which time the rest of Kentucky's quota, that not already secured, will 
be pledged hy its c ilizi>iis. to be purchased diirint; the six months following. 
This drive will not be tor sales of stamps, but (or pledges. When It Is over, 
and Kentucky's quota has been pledged by lier hiyul ( llizens, the rest of the 
year will be mero "follow up" to see that the War Stamps are purchased as 
the months pass, to the end that when December SI comes we can wire Chair- 
man Vanderlip, ot the National Committee, and onr own Federal Director J. D.

Paris, May 27— After a long inter- 
val the Germans again began to bom- 
bard Paris with long range guns at 
6:30 o'clock this morning. 

The resumption of tbe bombard- 
ment was an unwelcome suriirise to | 
the Parisians, who bad not heard tbe 
sound of exploding shells from the > 
Herman "big Bertha" since May 1. 
There was no mistaking the peculiar 
"ping" with which the shells burst, 
however, and It was immediately rec- 
ognized that the long range firing was 
on again.
